The present invention relates to apparatus 
for teaching of languages, or translation from 
one language to another. 

When learning a language, if one looks at 
a sentence written in one language and at its 
translation in another one, it is very impor- 
tant to notice immediately the corresponding 
words in both languages. 

The apparatus of the present invention 
enables such information to be perceived 
quickly and thus saves a lot of time in ob- 
servation and, consequently studies may & 
more rapid, more intenave, much easier and J 
iei^<^bie and the results more satisfactory;'^ 
^ Apparatus for teaching languages compris- 
ing a support displaying intelligence in the 
form of phrases or sentences of equivalent 
meaning m two or more languages^ corres- 
ponding words in the two or more phrases 
or sentences being pidced out by the same 
colour, each word in a phrase or sentence 
being picked out by a different colour.

The suppon may be a sheet of paper and 
the intelligence may be displayed as words 
printed on the paper but grooved boards, or 
other supports may be used together with 
detachable Icncrs to make up the words or 
words. 
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WHAT I CLAIM IS:— 

1. Apparatus for teaching languages com- 
priang a support displaying intelligence in 
the form of phrases or sentences of equivalent 
meaning in two or more languages, corres- 
ponding words in the two or more phrases « 
sentences being pidced out by the same colour 
each word in a phrase or sentence being pidced 
out by a different colour. 

2. Apparatus as claimed in claim 1, wherc- 
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m the same order and accordingly, the ap- 
paratus of the invention makes this dear to 
the pupil more readily. 

A mode of carrying out the present inven- 
tiwi IS by way of example illustrated in the 
acomipanying drawings in which: — 

Kg. 1 illustrates the prindplc of the inven- 
tions and shows a sentence containing four 
words in French: "Lc monde est grand" 
and on its left the translation in English- 
"The world is big."
